“The deeision to withdraw from 
the London Youth games means we 
ean spend money to ensure many 
more people in the borough get to 
benefit and take part in sport,” Mr 
Smith said. 

“Lollowing the unpreeedented 
investment in our sporting faeilities 
over the past two years, we made a 
eommitment to support all our 
young people to lead more aetive 
lives, eapitalise on our sporting lega¬ 
ey of making our own ehampions 
and improving the fitness of every¬ 
one in the eommunity - that is what 


the legaey of the Olympies is all 
about.” 

The Games will be held at 
Mayesbrook Athleties Arena and 
Sporthouse - both used as games 
time training venues during the 
Olympies. 

Day one will be aimed at nine to 
13-year-olds with events ineluding 
athleties, eyeling, basketball and 
wheelehair basketball. 

The seeond day is open to anyone, 
young or old, ineluding family and 
friends of the youngsters who eom- 
peted the day before. 

The eouneil's deeision not to fund 


a team for the London Youth games 
eaused outrage and led to volunteers 
forming a steering eommittee, and 
eventually setting up a trust, to send 
athletes to the games, whieh eater 
for the best in various sports. 

“The Community Games is not 
just a two day event,” Mr Smith said,

taken part ean eontinue that enthusi¬ 
asm by joining one of them.”

BATCHES of life-saving drugs have 
rolled off the the production line for the 
last time at a Dagenham plant. 

Sanofi has stopped production in the 
borough as its patents have run out. 

It is the end of an era but the company 
hopes to leave a positive legacy behind. 

It has embarked on a regeneration pro¬ 
gramme aimed at selling the 108-acre site 
to developers who will turn it into a park 
for science, business and manufacturing 
under the brand name Business East. 

Sanofi has specialised in cancer drugs 
for the past 20 years, producing the 
world’s five leading drugs at its Rainham 
Road South factory. Its drugs have been 
used by more than eight million patients 
all over the globe, since 1993. 

“We have a lot to be proud of,” a 
spokesman said. 

The site was originally opened in 1934 
by May and Baker, whose pioneering 
work produced M&B693, said to be 
responsible for saving Winston 
Churchill’s life during the Second World 
War, when he was struck down by bacter¬ 
ial pneumonia. 

The same compound saved the lives of 
thousands of servicemen. 

The site received the Queen’s Award for 
Industry three times for technical innova¬ 
tion and was awarded a Royal Warrant in 
1974. Famous visitors include the Duke of 
Edinburgh and BBC TV’s Tomorrow’s 
World programme.

Plaque honour for Bailey 


RENOWED photographer 
David Bailey has revisited the 
house he grew up in as a baby. 

The East Ender arrived at 69 
Wallwood Road, Leytonstone, 
on January 2, 1938, after his 
mother, Gladys, had given birth 
to him at Whipps Cross 
Hospital. 

More than 75 years on and 
the photographic icon returned 


to his roots on Wednesday after 
Waltham Forest Council cele¬ 
brated his links with the bor¬ 
ough by placing a plaque on 
David's former home. 

The celebrity photographer 
famously photographed celebri¬ 
ties including Terence Stamp, 
The Beatles, Mick Jagger and 
notorious East End gangsters 
the Kray twins, who are buried 


at Chingford Mount Cemetery. 

David Bailey's photography 
helped immortalise the heady 
days of 60s London and pre¬ 
serve the capital’s rich east end 
heritage. 

The plaque unveiling fol¬ 
lowed a successful exhibition 
of Bailey’s ‘East End Faces’ 
photography at Walthamstow’s 
William Morris Gallery.

LONDON Assembly member 
for City and East John Biggs 
joined protesters against pro¬ 
posed euts to London's fire 
serviee on a mareh from 
Whiteehapel fire station to 
City Hall.

Mr Biggs said; “These euts 
are totally unneeessary and 
will leave residents in our 
area with mueh redueed fire 
eover. 

In Bow attendanee times 
will rise by more than three 
minutes, this might not sound 
a lot but a fire ean quadruple 
in intensity in just two min¬ 
utes, every seeond eounts. 
Lire deaths are down in 
London, but this is down to 
the hard work and profession¬ 
alism of our brave firefight¬ 
ers. On top of putting out 
fires they do a huge amount 
of eommunity fire safety 
work. If they are eut baek how 
will this work earry on? 

“The mayor’s eonsultation 
eloses on Monday, residents 
aeross London have told 
Boris with one voiee that they 
do not aeeept his fire euts. 
Let’s hope he listens, we’ll 
keep making a noise until he 
does. 


“Earlier this year we pre¬ 
sented Boris with a fully eost- 
ed plan to keep all of these 
fire stations open and fire 
engines on the road.

Forest teams 
through to 
Palace finals 

OVER the weekend, the quali¬ 
fiers for this year's London Youth 
Games took plaee aeross a wide 
range of sports at Redbridge 
Sports Centre.

That left them in third plaee 
with two games to play faeing the 
unbeaten Havering and South¬ 
wark teams. 

The Southwark game was edgy 
in the opening period until 
Katherine Klat stole a breakaway 
goal. Both teams had ehanees in 
the seeond period but Forest held 
on for the vietory. 

Havering and Camden were both 
still ahead in the standings and that 
draw would be needed in the final 
game to ensure they made it to the 
finals. 

Forest went on the attaek from 
the off and some great pressure 
from Lydia Hale and Alexis 
Shore saw them dominate posses¬ 
sion with Alexis Shore breaking 
elear to fire them ahead. 

Keen to preserve their lead. For¬ 
est re-shaped to play a more defen¬ 
sive game with three at the baek 
and pushed through for vietory. 

That saw them jump into first 
plaee in their league and guaran¬ 
tee their plaee at Crystal Palaee 
for the first time in six years.

Steve Thompson was 'overwhelmed' 
when he learned he had been made 
an MBE. 

“I was amazed. Things like that 
don't normally happen to people 
with ordinary baekground like me,” 
he said. 

Steve was honoured for his ser- 
viees to football and to young peo¬ 
ple of Barking and Dagenham in 
the Queen's Birthday Honours List, 
and will go to Buekingham Palaee 
to be invested, later in the year. 

He joined the management board 
of former Dagenham FC in 1981 
and beeame MD when the elub 
merged with Redbridge, to beeome 
the Daggers in 2007. 

Steve, 53, has used his eonneetion 
with football - he loves the game 
but was never mueh of a player - to 
help young people develop and 
keep out of trouble. 

“I have always been mindful that 
the area is a poor one and needs 
support,” he said, “Football is a 
great way to engage youngsters and 
give them something positive to 
hang on to.” 

He is involved with Kieks, a 
seheme whieh eneourages 16 and 
17-year-olds to take a BTEC in 
sports seienee at Barking and 
Dagenham College. 

“This way football brings them in, 
and then they end up l;eaming very 
mueh more, learn more.” 

He is also involved with Living A 
Dream Trust, whieh provides equip¬ 
ment for disabled sports men and 
women. 

Steve was a governor at Barking 
and Dagenham College for 12 years 


and is now on the governing board 
at All saints RC primary Sehool in 
Dagenham. 

He is also a member of the loeal 
eommunity safety partnership. 

“I am very keen to help young¬ 
sters stay out of trouble,” he added. 

The MBE is not the first time 
Steve's work with young people had 
been reeognised. He was made a 
Freeman of the Borough in 2008 for 
his efforts then. 

Steve has plenty to oeeupy him as 
he waits for his important date with 
the Queen - the new season starts 
on August 3. 

Before that there is a friendly fix¬ 


ture against Crystal Palaee whieh 
has just been promoted to the Pre¬ 
miership. 

The team only just managed to 
hold onto its plaee in League Two 
last season. 

“We hope to do better this eoming 
year.” he said, “We start with new 
manager Wayne Burnett so we have 
high hopes.” 

He is looking forward playing 
Portsmouth - the FA Cup winners, 
who were relegated to League Two 
last season.” 

Topping the league this season 
would just go nieely with Steve's 
MBE.

WOODFORD athletes were 
in action at Bedford over the 
weekend at the England 
U/20 and U/23 Champi¬ 
onships, which incorporated 
the trials for the European 
Championships for those 
age groups. 

Four medals were won 
by Woodford athletes and a 
further two by HCA mem¬ 
bers.

Missing out on a medal, in 
the U/23 200m, Jordan 
Kirby-Polidore placed 
fourth with 21.10 secs. In 
the heats, Sam Watts quali¬ 
fied for the semi-finals 
with 21.44 secs , but after 
feeling a niggle did not 
start the semi. 

Omololu Abiudun also 
made the semi where he 
finished sixth with 21.91 
secs having run 21.78 secs 
in his heat.

Refs can get 
promoted too 

Essex has two brand new names on the Foot¬ 
ball Lea^e match officials list after Chelms¬ 
ford’s Michael Bull and Michael Smith from 
Basildon were rewarded for their high levels 
of performance by achieving promotion as a 
referee and an assistant referee respectively 
for the 2013/14 campaign. 

It’s been another excellent season for refer¬ 
eeing in the county as five more candidates 
were promoted from Level 4 to 3 and three 
others from Level 5 to 4. When the lists were 
confirmed. Bull was ecstatic a mere 21 years 
since first ‘officially’ picking-up the whistle 
in November 1992 to provide his youth side 
with a recognised referee. 

Mike has since reached the elite group of 
National List referees and he’ll start afresh in 
August at the level so many aspire to reach. 
“When I passed it was because I was running 
a youth side at the time and we didn’t have a 
referee most weeks,” he reflected. 

It may not have been planned when first 
turning out in front of parents on a Sunday 
morning, and Mike’s route hasn’t been with¬ 
out its twists and turns. 

“You need to be prepared to take a few 
knocks as well as praise,” he said. “I had an 
interview to get on the Football League 
before and missed out, as well as losing my 
status as an assistant on the Premier 
League. You have to roll with the punches 
and have faith in your own ability. I feel I’m 
better for it.” 

For any officials with the desire to follow in 
his footsteps, Mike is certain of what is 
required: “Take advice when you can, and not 
just the good bits. I’ve had huge influences in 
my career and they’ve been important in get¬ 
ting this far. In the early days there was John 
Hayto and Paul Clark and, more recently, my 
coach Paul Taylor who has been amazing. He 
has defined how I referee.” 

Mike’s latest promotion came on the back 
of a successful trial period, and a debut he 
will never forget. 

“My very first Football League game was 
between Wycombe Wanderers and York City 
in February. I gave a penalty after just 82 sec¬ 
onds! It was my very first decision - a correct 
one I might add - and I also gave a second 
one before half time. But I think giving such 
a big call so early on really helped me settle 
into the game,” he said. 

“It’s been the perfect season. I refereed an 
FA Vase Semi-Final and, on top of that, the 
Conference Play-Off final at Wembley. That 
was a wonderful experience. It’s every offi¬ 
cial’s dream to referee at Wembley and now 
I’ve done that nobody can take it away from 
me. It’s something I’ll always cherish.” 

James Lisher, Essex County FA Referee 
Development Officer, is proud of the 
achievements of all the officials who contin¬ 
ue to show the talent and desire to progress 
their game. He said; “To have a referee reach 
the National List is brilliant and we really 
wish Mike all the very best. But it’s also 
something for other officials to aspire to.”
